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April is National Distracted 
Driving Awareness Month 


In honor of National 
Distracted Driving Aware¬ 
ness Month, the Kentucky 
Office of Highway Safety 
(KOHS) and law enforce¬ 
ment agencies are asking 
drivers to keep their eyes 
on the road and hands on 
the wheel as part of the 
One Text or Call Could 
Wreck It All campaign. 

“Distracted driving 
is a growing threat as too 
many drivers are ignor¬ 
ing their responsibilities 
behind the wheel,” said 
KOHS Executive Direc¬ 
tor Dr. Noelle Hunter. 
“By educating drivers on 
the consequences of dis¬ 
tracted driving and fol¬ 
lowing through with traf¬ 
fic enforcement, we are 
sending a clear message 
that we are serious about 
stopping this deadly be¬ 
havior.” 

While anything that 
takes a driver’s eyes off 
the road, hands off the 
wheel or mind off the task 
of driving is a hazard, the 
risk of texting while driv¬ 
ing causes heightened 
concern because it com¬ 
bines all three types of 
distraction - visual, man¬ 
ual and cognitive. 

“Texting and driving 
is illegal and irrespon¬ 
sible, but unfortunately, 
we see it on a regular ba¬ 
sis,” said Kentucky State 
Police Sgt. Josh Lawson. 
“Drivers must know that 
if you are caught texting 
behind the wheel, you will

be stopped and fined.” 

Violating Kentucky’s 
texting law, which took 
effect April 15, 2010, can 
be costly. Violators are li¬ 
able for fines of $25 on a 
first offense and $50 on 
each subsequent offense, 
plus court costs. 

The law bans tex¬ 
ting for drivers of all ages 
while the vehicle is in mo¬ 
tion. For drivers over 18, 
the law allows the use of 
global positioning de¬ 
vices and reading and se¬ 
lecting or entering a tele¬ 
phone number or name 
for the purpose of making 
a phone call. Texting is al¬ 
lowed only to report ille¬ 
gal activity or to request 
medical or emergency 
aid. 

For drivers under 18, 
no use of personal com¬ 
munication devices, such 
as cell phones and pag¬ 
ers, is allowed while the 
vehicle is in motion. The 
use of a global position¬ 
ing system is allowed, 
but manually entering in¬ 
formation must be com¬ 
pleted while the vehicle is 
stopped. 

“We also want drivers 
to realize that a fine is not 
the only consequence of 
distracted driving,” said 
Hunter. “In fact, our cam¬ 
paign hits close to home.” 

A radio spot was re¬ 
corded by Transportation 
Cabinet employee Nancy 
Wood, the public infor¬ 
mation officer in the Dis¬ 
trict 6 office in Covington. 
Nancy’s daughter, Brian- 
na, was severely injured 
when her vehicle was hit 
by a distracted driver in 
2011. 

“It’s been a long jour¬ 
ney with multiple surger¬ 
ies and hospital stays, but 
Brianna is lucky because 
she survived,” said Wood. 
“I hope my story will 
help prevent other parents 
from receiving the type of 
call we all dread - that our 
child has been involved in 
a crash.” 

In Kentucky, there 
were more than 57,000 
crashes last year, resulting 
in 14,600 injuries and 147 
fatalities due to distracted 
driving. 

According to a 2014 
report in the New Eng¬ 
land Journal of Medicine, 
the risk of a crash or near¬ 
crash among novice driv¬ 
ers increased with the 
performance of many sec¬ 
ondary tasks, including 
texting and dialing cell 
phones. 

An analysis by the 
AAA Foundation for Traf¬ 
fic Safety of 2009-2012 
data found that while 
more than 80 percent of 
drivers believed it was 
completely unacceptable 
for a motorist to text be¬ 
hind the wheel, more than 
a third of those same driv¬ 
ers admitted to reading 
text messages while op¬ 
erating a passenger motor 
vehicle themselves. 

“It’s not about writing 
tickets,” said Sgt. Lawson. 
“It’s about saving lives.”

Bracken County EMS holds 
STEMI Drill and Evaluation 


On Monday, April 
9th, the Bracken Coun¬ 
ty EMS, held a STEMI 
Drill at Donna’s Place 
in Brooksville. The 
emergency scenario 
was of a male custom¬ 
er with symptoms of a 
heart attack or elevat¬ 
ed myocardial infarc¬ 
tion. Bracken County 
EMS was called for the 
customer, portrayed by 
Bracken County Mag¬ 
istrate Scotty Lippert. 
Once they arrived, the 
STEMI Drill was eval¬ 
uated by representa¬ 
tives from St. Elizabeth 
Hospital in Edgewood 
and Air Evac 89 in 
Brown County, OH. 

The EMS was 
evaluated on their early 
notification of the Air 
Evac helicopter. Avail¬ 
ability can be checked 
while en route to the 
scene. 

The EMS is looking 
into doing a strip trans¬ 
mission to St. Elizabeth 
Edgewood through 
a cell phone app. At 
present, the app would 
cost $1,000 a month. 
With that cost in mind, 
they are checking into 
taking a picture of the 
strip and how to trans¬ 
mit it to St. Elizabeth. 
The transmittal of the 
strip could make all the 


difference in the patient 
surviving a massive heart 
attack. The EMS is able 
to do a 12 lead reading of 
the patient that shows all 
sides of the heart. With 
this strip transmitted to 
the hospital, doctors will 
be able to cater the treat¬ 
ment to each individu¬ 
al patient, thus enabling 
a quicker response time 
when the treatment can 
be most beneficial. The 
transmittal can be com¬ 
pleted by the EMS per¬ 
sonnel while they are at 
the landing zone while 
awaiting the Air Evac he¬ 
licopter. 

Evaluation was also 
performed on the actions 
of Air Evac crew which 
consists of a nurse, para¬ 
medic and pilot, as well 
as the performance and 
procedures of the cath 
lab at St. Elizabeth. 

The STEMI drill was 
done in Bracken County 
because we are the far- 
therest area served by 
St. Elizabeth Hospital in 
Edgewood and for our 
proximity to Air Evac 
89 out of Brown County, 
OH. 

Participating in this 
training were Brent 
Jaynes - EMS Director, 
Kelly Muse - Paramedic 
and Assistant EMS Di¬ 
rector, representatives of 


St. Elizabeth Edgewood 
and Air Evac 89. 

Residents are urged 
to know the signs of a 
heart attack and to take 
immediate action. You 
should also discuss your 
risks for a heart attack 
at your next doctors ap¬ 
pointment. 

Symptoms include 
pressure, tightness, pain 
or a squeezing or aching 
sensation in your chest or 
arms that may spread to 
your neck, jaw, or back; 


nausea, indigestion, 
heartburn, or abdomi¬ 
nal pain; shortness of 
breath; cold sweat; fa¬ 
tigue; or lightheaded¬ 
ness or sudden dizzi¬ 
ness. 

Should you experi¬ 
ence any of the symp¬ 
toms described, call 
911 immediately.

Straight line winds damage 
several structures 


Emergency Management Director Neider Reynolds was informed by the the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice in Wilmington, OH, that all indications point to straight line winds being the cause of the damage 
during the evening storm last Tuesday, April 3rd. Straight line winds can reach up to 100 m.p.h. with the 
up-draft and down-draft turbulence. This can give the appearance of a tornado and can have the trade¬ 
mark “freight train” sound. 

With straight line winds, structures will fall to one side, staying mostly intact, while tornadoes cause 
a twisted action on structures, trees, etc., and debris can be scattered all over and even driven into the 
ground. 

Damage was seen in the Lenoxburg area, the Augusta-Berlin Road where a bam, shown above, on 
the farm of Bob and Lynda Huesing was damaged, two large trees were uprooted, and Dutch Ridge 
Road, where the farm of Bob Appelman received damaged to several buildings. The Huesing bam had 
45 round bales of hay and an International 585 and Ford 7610 tractors stored inside when the storm came 
through. 

In all, nine buildings, mostly barns went down in the storm, and one house was reported to have had 
1/2 the roof removed during the storm.

9 C. water, divided 

8 eggs, separated 

1/2 t. cream of tartar 
or corn starch 

In a bowl, combine 
flour and sugar. With a 
pastry blender or food 
processor cut in butter until 
crumbly. Stir in walnuts. 
Press into 2 greased 
13x9x2 baking dishes. 
Bake 350 deg. for 15-20 
minutes. Meanwhile, in 
a large kettle combine 
pudding mixes, 2 C. 
sugar, 1 C. water and egg 
yolks. Stir in remaining 
water until smooth. Whisk 
over medium heat until 
mixture comes to a full 
boil. Set aside and keep 
warm. In a large mixing 
bowl, beat egg whites and 
cream of tartar on medium 
speed until soft peaks 
form. Gradually beat in 
remaining sugar, 1 T. at 
a time, on high until stiff 
glossy peaks form and 
sugar is dissolved. Spread 
hot pudding over crust. 
Evenly spread meringue 
over pudding, sealing 
edges to pan. Bake at 
350 deg. for 15 minutes 
or until the meringue is 
golden brown. Cool on 
a wire rack for 1 hour. 
Refrigerate. Cut with a 
moistened knife (cuts 
through meringue better).

The R.C. Durr Foun¬ 
dation is an invitational- 
only grant that allows 
high schools in northern 
Kentucky to submit pro¬ 
posals. The goal of the 
foundation is to provide 
technology resources 
to rural high schools to 
improve instruction and 
to prepare students with 
the skills needed in 21 st 
century Careers. Augus¬ 
ta Independent was re¬ 
cently notified that three 
of its proposals had been 
awarded, including two 
$2,500 classroom level 
grants and the $25,000 
school-level grant, total¬ 
ing $30,000. 

The first $2,500 
classroom-level grant 
will provide four new 
computers for the school 
library. Currently, sev¬ 
eral of the computers are 
outdated, so this will al¬ 
low those machines to be 
replaced. 

The second $2,500 
classroom-level grant, 
authored by English and 
Journalism Teacher Col¬ 
leen Taylor, will be used 
to purchase a new digital 
camera and MacBook Air 


laptop. These items will 
be used to help create the 
yearbook and for student 
projects. 

The school-level 
grant of $25,000 was 
written for renewable en¬ 
ergy equipment. Ten 50 
Watt Complete Hybrid 
Wind and Solar Systems 
will be purchased. 

The second set of 
products purchased will 
be ten Horizon Energy 
Boxes. In addition to pro¬ 
viding smaller scale ver¬ 
sions of wind and solar 
energy, these kits include 
multiple methods of re¬ 
newable energy, such as 
ethanol, salt water, and 
hydrogen fuel cells. 

“Typically, the ex¬ 
pense involved in some 
of these projects, particu¬ 
larly of the renewable en¬ 
ergy project, would pro¬ 
hibit our students from 
having such experienc¬ 
es,” Technology Director 
Tim Litteral stated. “We 
appreciate the generosity 
of the Durr Foundation 
to allow us to implement 
advanced technology in 
our school.”

The Bracken 
County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice graduated its ninth 
Citizens Police Acad¬ 
emy Class Wednesday 
night, April 4th. The 
ninth class had nine 
graduates who enjoyed 
ten weeks of instruc¬ 
tion covering opera¬ 
tional procedures and 
policies of the Sheriff’s 
Office and criminal jus¬ 
tice system. The pur¬ 
pose of the program is 
to heighten awareness 
of law enforcement’s 
role in the community 
and the goal is to in¬ 
crease understanding 
and communication 
through hands on and 
classroom instruction. 

Citizen Police 
Academy graduates en¬ 
joyed presentations by 
the County Attorney, 
District Judge, Circuit 
Clerk, Cabinet for Fam¬ 
ily and Human Ser¬ 
vices, CASA director, 
and School Resource 
Officer. Graduates 
also received weekly 
instruction and heard 
stories of life experi¬ 
ences from Chief Dep¬ 
uty Bob Scott, Sheriff 
Howard W. Niemeier, 
and was introduced to 
all of the deputies. One 
of the highlights of the 
class was the use of the 
Firearms Training Sim¬ 
ulator (FATS) which 


puts participants in actual 
situations involving shoot

came in and experienced 
the FATS training. This 
simulator gives partici¬ 
pants an experience of 
how quick life and death 
decisions have to be made 
by law enforcement offi¬ 
cials in the field. 

Graduates also re¬ 
ceived training in the 
following areas over the 
ten week period: Crime 
Scene Investigation; 
Drugs/Narcotic Inves¬

Law Enforcement Ethics; 
and other miscellaneous 
topics. 

On graduation night 
the class received a tour 
of the Sheriff’s Office 
and the County Dispatch 
Center.

Spring turkey 
season approaching 

The landscape awak¬ 
ens almost spontaneously 
from its winter slumber. 
Winter flocks break up into 
smaller groups. Innumera¬ 
ble turkey calls and lifelike 
decoys reappear at sport¬ 
ing goods retailers. 

Turkey hunters in¬ 
terpret these occurrences 
as signs that it will not be 
long before they are eas¬ 
ing into their spots before 
dawn, filled with anticipa¬ 
tion. 

In Kentucky, hunters 
still have ample time to 
scout and develop a game 
plan to increase their odds 
of success in the upcoming 
spring turkey season. This 
year, Kentucky’s youth- 
only season was the week¬ 
end of April 7-8. The start 
of the 23-day general state¬ 
wide season follows on 
April 14. It ends May 6. 

In Kentucky, the 
spring hunting seasons 
are timed to give gobblers 
enough time to breed hens 
before subjecting the birds 
to hunting pressure. Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
monitors turkey reproduc¬ 
tion on a statewide scale 
through annual summer 
brood surveys. 

Weather during the 
nesting period in May and 
June influences reproduc¬ 
tive success. Heavy rains 
in Kentucky and surround¬ 
ing states during that time- 
frame last year affected 
nesting success, which re¬ 
flected in a statewide aver¬ 
age of 1.2 poults per hen. 
A figure of 2.0 or higher 
is optimal. Hunters should 
expect to encounter fewer 
of the more easily fooled 
jakes as a result this sea¬ 
son. 

Kentucky annu¬ 
ally ranks first or second 
among surrounding states 
in the number of turkeys 
taken per square mile. 

Hunters took a record 
number of birds during the 
2010 spring season and 
have averaged more than 
31,000 birds over the sev¬ 
en seasons since. 


Last spring, hunters 
reported taking 33,061 
birds, which represents a 
6 percent increase over the 
previous year and the third 
highest total on record. 
Muhlenberg County led 
all counties with hunters 
reporting 681 birds taken 
there. Looking at it differ¬ 
ently, Pendleton County 
led the state with 1.76 birds 
harvested per square mile. 

Hunters are allowed a 


limit of two bearded birds 
during the spring season, 
but no more than one 
bearded bird may be taken 
in a day.
